ON your marks! Get set! 
And Weymouth and Port¬ 
land is off with only 99 
days from today until the 
start of the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

Excitement is growing 
and a giant sandcastle was 
unveiled yesterday on 
Weymouth Beach to cele¬ 
brate the 100-day land¬ 
mark. 

Leading those celebra¬ 
tions was Weymouth and 
Portland 2012 head of op¬ 
erations Simon Williams 
who said: “It has been a 
long time coming! 

“We have been planning 
since it was announced 
that we were getting the 
Games in 2005 and we 
now have less than 100 
days to go. 

“A lot of preparation 
work has been done but we 
still have more to do. We 
are now really getting 
ready to welcome the 
world to Weymouth and 
Portland. 

“To do this we have 
more than 600 volunteers 
who collectively speak 
more than 30 languages. 

“It is very exciting, a 
one-off opportunity for us 
all. We have one chance to 
make a significant impres¬ 
sion, to boost Weymouth 
and Portland and showcase 
it to four billion people as 
a destination for tourism 
and investment. 

“Over the next 99 days 
people are really going to 
feel that the Olympics are 
happening and I am confi-

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EVER heard of "Frolic"? 

This increasingly popular DJ collective bring a 
sense of unadulterated fun to their monthly 
disco. It has everything to do with the fusion of 
the three DJs and the people who turn up to make 
it happen on the dance floor. 

Claire Shilton, aka "Crumpet Claire" is one of 
those DJ's and she is also a freelance graphic de¬ 
signer. 

Here she tells us how Frolic came to be and how 
music and design have shaped her life. 

Originally form Portsmouth, Claire is 47-years- 
old and now lives in Bridport. 

Frolic takes place on a Thursday every month at 
the Conservative Club, North Street, Bridport. 


■ HOW did you become a DJ? 

When I left art college, in the 80s, I worked in a live 
music venue in Portsmouth. I loved promoting live 
music and I liked the way the venue was run which was 
very all-inclusive. I wanted to have a go at DJ-ing be¬ 
cause I was an “indie chick” and the music I loved 
wasn’t being played in the venue and they gave me that 
chance. 

■ WHERE did the name 'Crumpet Claire' come 
from? 

At 401 was living in Ipswich in Suffolk. Again, I found 
there was nowhere I could go to dance to the music I en¬ 
joyed. By then I was a freelance graphic designer and I 
started doodling about what sort of a club night I’d have 
and I came up with the idea of “Club Crumpet” which 
is slightly saucy but still somehow fun and innocent. I 
fell into a community radio station who gave me my 
own show with the remit “to play tunes not played on 
mainstream media”. Here, I was in my element and my 
programme was called “Crumpet Radio”. It was there I 
became known as Crumpet Claire. 

■ HOW did you end up in Bridport? 

A friend of mine invited me down to stay and during the 
four days I was here I felt totally at home, I didn’t know 
there was still somewhere like this in England. I loved 
the undulating countryside and walk to the coast, the in¬ 
dependent shops, the market days and the vintage quar¬ 
ter at St Michael’s Trading Estate - everything seemed 
to work in harmony rather than in competition and I 
made a vow to move here. 

■ HOW did Frolic come in to being? 

Although there is a vibrant arts scene in Bridport, yet 



again, I found there wasn’t anywhere for me to go and 
dance. I was introduced to two other DJs Special KK 
(Kathy Kelly), and DR Funk (Mitch Norman). When the 
three of us got together we were trying to think of a 
name which conjured up the same kind of smile on your 
face that crumpet did. Frolic popped into my head and 
the others agreed. We wanted to put the onus on having 
fun in a place to dance the night away. The people who 
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come get this and are active in contributing to the lovely 
atmosphere which, has at times made me ache with 
laughter. 

■ HOW do the three of you DJs operate as a collec¬ 
tive? 

We all still love music and have the desire to share it 
with others and we bring different skills; I design the 
publicity, Kathy makes great props and Mitch provides 
the equipment and vintage lighting. Alongside our 
unique collections of music we bring something to the 
event that compliments each other. I would say I am 
more comedy/art house/political. As someone who is 
used to working on her own and making a lot of singular 
decisions, it’s been a real education and it’s nice to be 
working collaboratively because you share the respon¬ 
sibility. 

■ WHAT do you do when you are not Frolic-ing? 

I’m also a graphic designer. I love visual communication 
and I like to promote things that I am passionate about 
- anything from the environment to mental health 
awareness, the arts and small businesses and of course 
live music. That’s where I see value in what I do. 

■ WHERE can we see your work? 

I got a most extraordinary brief recently to design a ban¬ 
ner “to make people smile in my doorway”. It was to 
promote the fact that there is a new local pet shop, that 
also sells records in the back room. A dream job that was 
completely bonkers but very Bridport. There’s often a 
piece of my work on the notice board at Bucky Doo 
Square usually promoting a gig or two and the arts. I de¬ 
signed the children’s activity sheets for a catering com¬ 
pany in all the Tate Galleries. It’s still in print seven 
years later and I had one thrust in my hand (half fin¬ 
ished) whilst in Good News in Bridport. 

■ WHICH three famous musicians would you most 
love to "Frolic" with? 

There are so many musicians I respect but I have soft 
spots for Arthur Lee of Love, Danielle Dax, and Poly¬ 
styrene from X-Ray Specs. They have all enriched my 
life enormously.

A LICK of new paint is going to be needed to stop mo¬ 
torists from getting confused over which direction to 
drive for Weymouth town centre. 

Dorset County Council tried to ensure that drivers 
knew what lane they needed to be in as they approached 
Manor Roundabout near Morrisons by putting brilliant 
white on part of direction signs painted on the road. 

But visiting motorists found their eye drawn more to 
the newly painted “right turn” arrow part of the sign at¬ 
tached to the duller tyre-dirtied “straight on” arrow and 
wound up visiting Upwey rather than the town centre! 

One driver told the View: “Part of the town centre sign 
on the road had a very white “right turn” arrow which I 
followed. It took at least a mile before I realised I was 
actually heading out of Weymouth again and not towards 
the town centre. They should do something about it be¬ 
cause it is confusing.” 

Another driver agreed and said the current situation 
was “dangerous” because some cars tried to cut across 
to the correct lane close to the roundabout once they re¬ 
alised they were in the wrong lane. 


County environment director Miles Butler said the au¬ 
thority would now repaint the less dominant sections of 
such road signs so drivers neither turned right to Upwey 
nor left to Morrisons in their search for the town centre. 

He said: “The signs were recently repainted and clearly 
one coat of paint is brighter than the other. We will now 
ensure the other arrow is repainted as well. 

“In this situation town centre-bound traffic needs to be 
channelled into the correct lane. 

“We have three signs painted on the road. Two provide 
early warning and the third closest to the roundabout en¬ 
sures drivers know they must go straight ahead. That is 
the only way we can do it. We have no other option.”

Steps next to the sailing club on Nothe Parade will 
be low pressure washed, re-pointed, small stone re¬ 
pairs carried out and, where necessary, treads re¬ 
placed to improve the safety of the steps leading 
into the gardens. A new wall mounted handrail will 
also be fitted. 

To ensure that the steps remain open at weekends 
one flight of steps will be completed prior to the 
commencement of the next. The contractor will as¬ 
sess on a day-to-day basis whether the steps can be 
re-opened during the week. 

Some essential tree maintenance work and vege¬ 
tation clearance will also be undertaken to help tidy 
the entranceway up and provide some light onto 
the steps from the existing street lamp. All works are 
due to be complete by Friday May 25th. 

Slurry sealing of the path from the gardener's com¬ 
pound at the Nothe Gardens to Newton's Cove is 
also taking place. Appropriate signage will be on 
display.

Giant hoopla - the new Olympic sport? 


FINALLY someone has come up with a useful idea for the 
awful “car boot” sculpture at Littlemoor. 

The work, which spent £335,000 putting some rocks on 
metal poles, claims to depict birds in flight or a shoal of fish 
but it has been pilloried nationally as “waste on an Olympian 
scale”. 

Now there may have to be a change of view because it can 
no longer be described as a total waste after a councillor came 
up with a great idea for its use. 

He and colleagues on the planning committee had just fin¬ 


ished heaping criticism on another less than world-beating 
“legacy” for Olympic year. 

This involved taking sections of old “sewer pipe”, colouring 
them, sticking some wood in for seating and information 
areas and touting them as wonderful viewing points ideally 
designed for ruining some of Weymouth and Portland’s most 
beautiful and historic areas. 

Common sense prevailed and the scheme was thrown out, 
but not before a councillor suggested a way of giving the 
sewer pipes a more useful new lease of life in tandem with 


the sculpture. 

He wondered if, in Games year, it might be possible to cre¬ 
ate an Olympic-sized hoopla challenge where attempts were 
made to toss the sewer pipes over pegs created by Little- 
moor’s rocks-on-poles. 

I think this is a wonderful idea and clearly a win-win situ¬ 
ation. 

If it works then two useless schemes will actually provide 
entertainment and if it doesn’t work then - with luck - they’ll 
destroy each other. 


What point in public consultation if decisions have already been made? 


ANYONE who has enjoyed the green and 
pleasant spaces of Weymouth’s Markham 
and Little Francis area will be feeling a bit 
liverish at the moment. 

That is because a last minute tweak to sug¬ 
gestions contained in the draft Weymouth, 
Portland and West Dorset Plan saw it go out 
to public consultation not with its original 
suggestion for 200 homes to be built on part 
of the site with a nature reserve for the rest 
but for a whopping great 500 homes. 

We’ll draw a veil over the bewildered ex¬ 
pressions on some councillors faces, their ob¬ 
vious uncertainty at the time over exactly 
what they had just narrowly voted 5-3 for 
and the sight of other faces stunned with dis¬ 
belief. 


I want to concentrate on the arguments trot¬ 
ted out to justify this massive hike in hous¬ 
ing. 

Essentially some councillors felt that the 
way new housing was being allocated at the 
expense of Littlemoor and Redlands was 
“disproportionate” and that by increasing 
possible new housing at Markham and Little 
Francis it would even things out a bit. 

All well and good even if the proposed 
housing increases at Littlemoor and Red¬ 
lands are linked to large nearby employment 
areas. I don’t have a problem with public 
consultation showing that increasing housing 
at Markham is fair, right and acceptable. 

What I have a massive problem with - and 
so did several members of the council’s man¬ 


agement committee - is changing the alloca¬ 
tion before public consultation. 

Some members were quite right to point 
out that any change should be the view of 
several thousand people not eight councillors 
sat round a committee table. 

Worse, now this proposed increase to 500 
homes is potentially enshrined in the draft 
plan it will be much harder to shift than if the 
plan had gone out with 200 homes and peo¬ 
ple had been asked for their views on an in¬ 
crease to 500. 

Nothing like getting your kicks in early and 
it will be interesting to see how people who 
use Markham and Little Francis or live near 
it react to this proposal. I think the reaction 
of developers can already be guessed at. 


ALMOST the entire group in the 
pub suddenly leapt into the air and 
began to hastily brush off clothing 
on their backs.

Trio embark on 


'holiday'

IT might not be everyone’s idea of 
a holiday - but three men from the 
Dorchester area are giving up al¬ 
most all their annual leave to cycle 
from Athens to Weymouth. 

The marathon adventure will take 
around four weeks during which 
time the intrepid trio will ride for 
around 2,000 miles. 

Their journey will raise money 
for Julia’s House and the Scouts. 

Unlike other marathon events the 
three are completely unsupported 
without any back-up and will have 
to carry everything they need, in¬ 
cluding camping equipment. 

“I must admit I’m now at the 
stage where I’m feeling a little ap¬ 
prehensive - four weeks and that 
kind of mileage now seems like 
quite a big ask and there’s no guar¬ 
antee we will make it,” said Barry 
Thomas (52), a Dorchester Prison 
instructor. 

Joining him will be fellow in¬ 
structor Roger Williamson (59) and 
Alan Lawton (45) who works for 
the MoD at Bovington. 

In training the three have been 
covering 50 to 60 miles at a time, 
averaging around 12 miles an hour, 
but they know that the mountains 
will slow them down and make 
their planned average of 75 to 80 
miles a day difficult to achieve at 
times. 

Their schedule does include a 
hilly day of around 50 miles but on 
the flat, through France, they do 
have one day where there will be 
expecting to cover 94 miles. 

Their journey starts by flying to 


Athens on May 4th with the team 
hitting the road the next day. If all 
goes well they will be back in time 
for the Queen’s Jubilee Celebra¬ 
tions. 

The route goes through the Greek 
mountains to Olympia and then to 
the most northern reaches of Greece 
where they catch a ferry to the east 
coast of Italy and continue north, 
eventually crossing over the Alps 
into France. 

The three deny that their trip is 
anything like a mid-life crisis but as 
Barry says: “It’s the sort of thing 
that if you don’t do it soon, when do 
you do it?” 

He says each have been lucky 


enough to have the support of their 
employers who have allowed them 
to block-book a month of leave. 

Barry continued: “We all enjoy the 
occasional ride on a bike and it just 
seemed like a good idea with a nice 
Olympic theme, just right for 2012. 

“It also occurred to us that it 
would be nice to raise some cash for 
Julias House, a local childrens’ hos¬ 
pice who are really struggling for 
funds at the moment, and we could¬ 
n’t think of a more sensible way to 
help them out.”

New Thomas Hardy exhibition 
set for Dorset County Museum 

Landscapes of Thomas Hardy's Wessex • April 21st - June 16th 


‘LANDSCAPES of Thomas Hardy’s 
Wessex’ is an exhibition of contem¬ 
porary works, including charcoal 
drawings, prints, steel etchings and 
oil paintings, by Rob Pountney, Dave 
Gunning and David Inshaw. 

They depict the spectacular land¬ 
scapes and ancient archaeological 
sites that feature in the novels and 
poems of Thomas Hardy. 

Each artist has selected specific 
works which show their varied and 
eclectic response to the places de¬ 
scribed in Hardy’s fictionalised 
‘Wessex’. 

The works focus attention on the 
physical and atmospheric qualities of 
the landscape, in much the same way 
that Hardy used prose to generate 
melodrama and set the scene in his 
work. 

By personally selecting a small 
number of key pieces from their 
huge bodies of work, these artists 
give a unique glimpse into their own 
reactions to their art. They are show¬ 
ing what they consider to be their 
most revealing and emotional re¬ 
sponses to a landscape they have got 
to know intimately, both through 
Hardy and through their own experi¬ 
ence of it. 

Rob Pountney is a highly accom¬ 
plished artist who has always been 
fascinated by Thomas Hardy's work, 
and this intensified during his study 
of fine art and later doctoral research 


work in English literature. 

The use of dramatic contrasts of 
light and shade in his work captures 
the striking visual aspects of the ge¬ 
ological and archaeological features 
of the Wessex landscape, and his in¬ 
terpretation of Hardy’s response to 
them. 

Dave Gunning, awarded Year of 
the Artist Award in 2000-2001 by the 
British Arts Council, is an exception¬ 
ally fine artist, who has spent more 
than 25 years studying the prehistoric 
landscape in the West Country, par¬ 
ticularly the ancient monuments 
within the World Heritage Site of 
Stonehenge and Avebury. 

Gunning’s work goes far further 
than recording their existence and 
captures their spiritual and mystical 
presence, often in highly charged at¬ 
mospheric environments. 

Thomas Hardy lived and travelled 


amongst the monuments Gunning 
has captured on paper and steel for 
this exhibition. 

Thomas Hardy has also been a key 
figure in the work of one of Britain’s 
leading contemporary artists, David 
Inshaw. 

His works are mainly large oil 
paintings etchings and drawings, and 
one of his most famous pictures ‘The 
Badminton Game’, painted in his 
Devizes studio, caught the public 
imagination at its debut exhibition in 
1972. 

This piece is one of a number of 
pictures painted soon after his move 
to Wiltshire, and is inspired partly by 
his discovery of Thomas Hardy. 

The exhibition runs at Dorset 
County Museum from April 21st to 
June 16th.

NO-ONE sounds like Brass Monkey! On Wednesday, April 
25th this brilliant band will be coming to Bridport Arts Cen¬ 
tre at 8pm for an evening of consummate musicianship. 

Martin Carthy and John Kirkpatrick naturally lock into 
one another's playing with an ease and precision that can 
only come of playing together for over thirty years. 

Sharing the vocals, and sometimes singing together in 
unison, they bring the fruits of years of experience to this 
band with an explosive freshness that is clearly driven by 
the excitement they all feel by playing together. 

Programme manager Margie Barbour said: "I first heard 
them both playing atTowersey Festival, where we use to 
host the artists, and one year were luck enough to host 
Martin Carthy. 

"I well remember being amazed by his musicianship in 
the evening concert in the tent and then feeding him 
bacon and eggs in our kitchen while he regaled our guests 
with stories of his life in music, and even played us a song 
or two too!" 

For more than 40 years Martin Carthy has been one of 
folk music's greatest innovators, one of its best loved, most 
enthusiastic and, at times, most quietly controversial of fig¬ 
ures. His skill, stage presence and natural charm have won 
him many admirers, not only from within the folk scene, 
but also far beyond it. 

John Kirkpatrick who won Musician of the Year in the BBC 
Radio 2 Folk Awards 2010 is well loved by Bridport audi¬ 
ences and returns to wow them with his charm and musi¬ 
cianship. 

Their album 'Head of Steam' heralds another chapter in 
the life of a band that has thrilled the live music scene in 
various incarnations since their debut in 1980. 

The most recent tour for Brass Monkey saw the exciting 
introduction of trumpet player Paul Archibald whose clas¬ 
sical training and love of folk music added another dimen¬ 
sion to the much loved sound of the band which carries 
through to today. 

Roger Williams, who has already proved his insanity by 
tripping effortlessly through the fastest of tunes on the 
bass trombone, also brings the euphonium to add a softer 
melodic touch to the gentler pieces. 


Martin Brinsford can add sweetness or punch on his 
mouth-organ as required, and amongst his numerous ac¬ 
complishments on the various instruments of percussion, 
he can create more drive with the knuckle of one finger 
than most drummers can muster on a whole kit. 


It s a rare treat to see five masters of their art combine 
with such openhearted enthusiasm to reach such tremen¬ 
dous heights. Feel the power!

Churchill made the above remarks, it is a good time to 
think about who we are. This poem by Irene Denyer 
was featured some years ago in This England maga¬ 
zine 

A PATRIOT'S PRAYER 

This precious island country, this verdant land sublime: 
Its strengths, its laws, its charity, have stood the test of 
time. 

No foreign land could break you or bend you to its will, 
Nor puppet, slave, could make you, or alien ways instil. 
England! Oh My England! Again you stand alone, 

To save your soul, your freedom, your 
honour and your throne. 

Awake! You folk of England! This war 
will shed no blood, 

But envy, greed, vindictiveness will 
drown you in its flood. 

Arise then, dear youth of England - your hands 
yet hold its fate 

And change the way the tide now flows 
before it is too late! 

It is a strange coincidence of history that William 
Shakespeare, one of the greatest Englishmen that ever 
lived, was born and also died on St George's Day. Each 
year, when I send out my St George's cards they always 
include this famous verse from Richard II (Act 2, Scene 
1). The words are spoken by the dying John of Gaunt 
to his brother Edmund (both uncles of the king). 

This royal throne of kings, this sceptred isle, 

This earth of majesty, this seat of Mars, 

This other Eden, demi-paradise, 

This fortress built by nature for herself 
Against infection and the hand of war, 

This happy breed of men, this little world, 

This precious stone set in the silver sea, 

Which serves it in the office of a wall, 

Or as a moat defensive to a house, 


Against the envy of less happier lands, 

This blessed plot, this earth, this realm, this England. 

A moment later, in the same speech, Gaunt utters 
these words: 

This land of such dear souls, this dear dear land, 
Dear for her reputation through the world, 

Is now leased out, I die pronouncing it, 

Like to a tenement or pelting farm: 

England, bound in with the triumphant sea 
Whose rocky shore beats back the envious siege 
Of watery Neptune, is now bound in with shame, 

With inky blots and rotten parchment bonds: 

That England, that was wont to conquer others, 
Hath made a shameful conquest of itself. 

Ah, would the scandal vanish with my life, 

How happy then were my ensuing death! 

John of Gaunt's sentiments are much the same as 
today's patriots as they watch our present day politi¬ 
cians giving away, piece by piece, the power of the 
English to govern themselves. 

Many of you will remember the comedian Charlie 
Chester (1914-1997), who hosted Sunday Soapbox on 
BBC Radio Two for about 20 years. I believe that even 
the Queen listened in. In any event she made him an 
MBE in 1990. 'Cheerful' Charlie was a patriot too and 
penned this. 

ST GEORGE'S FLAG 

Today, I saw St George's Flag fluttering from a mast, 

It waved in recognition to the glories of the past. 

It beckoned to the future, and seemed to say aloud, 

'If you should be an Englishman Look Up... 
my son... be proud', 

Let Hope still be your anvil and courage be your forge... 
And, come what may, let men still say...

Weymouth College secure Olympic legacy funding

WEYMOUTH College has se¬ 
cured £99,218 of Olympic 
legacy funding from Sport 
England's Inspired Facilities 
Fund, a £135 million Places 
People Play legacy pro¬ 
gramme that is bringing the 
magic of a home Olympic and 
Paralympic Games into com¬ 
munities across the country. 

The project is one of 350 
local community sports 
groups who have been of¬ 
fered a total of £17.4 million in 
Olympic legacy funding 
through the Inspired Facilities 
Fund. 

The funding will enable the 
college to refurbish two sports 
hall roofs at the Redlands 
Community Sports Hub and 
Weymouth College Sport Cen¬ 
tre, flooring repairs and under¬ 
ground rainwater harvesting 
at its Redlands site. 

The college also plan to pur¬ 
chase table tennis tables and 
equipment for use at its two 
sites to develop new opportu¬ 


nities for juniors and adults 
working closely with the local 
Table Tennis League. 

Sport England's Chair, 
Richard Lewis, said: "This in¬ 
vestment will create a fantas¬ 
tic sporting legacy for 
Weymouth. It shows we're of¬ 
fering the legacy that people 
want for their local commu¬ 
nity. 

For hundreds of clubs and 
tens of thousands of people, 
2012 will be the year their 
local sports facilities got bet¬ 
ter." 

Ben Heath, Sports Develop¬ 
ment Officer at the college 
said: "We are delighted to se¬ 
cure one of the first Inspired 
Facilities grants. 

"We are committed to en¬ 
gaging with all our surround¬ 
ing communities. 

"This grant will enable us to 
make the necessary refurbish- 
ments to our facilities and en¬ 
sure the community have 
access to high quality sporting 


provision now and in to the fu¬ 
ture, providing an accessible 
2012 Olympic legacy for all." 

The investments will breathe 
new life into tired facilities that 
can be unattractive to sports 
participants, difficult to main¬ 
tain and run. Grants have also 
been offered to convert exist¬ 
ing buildings into venues that 
are suitable for grassroots 
sport and to allow local clubs 
to buy the facilities they use. 

Nick Lockwood, Facilities 
and Planning Manager of 
Sport England South West 
said "It's a long overdue award 
from Sports England to Red¬ 
lands Community Sports Hub 
and hopefully it will help to 
improve the facilities they al¬ 
ready have and for future 
sport facility plans." 

Places People Play is being 
delivered by Sport England 
who are working in partner¬ 
ship with the British Olympic 
Association (BOA) and the 
British Paralympic Association 


(BPA) with the backing of The 
London Organising Commit¬ 
tee of the Olympic Games and 
Paralympic Games (LOCOG) 
and the London 2012 Inspire 
mark.
